FREE COINAGE INSTEAD OF TARIFF

The Bill Ydentical With That Fassod
Saturday—Sllver Kepublicans
Surprised.

Wasmxgros, Feb. 4. — The finance
¢ committee of the senate sgrecd to report
for the tariff bill a substitute providing
for-the tree coinage of silver. The sub-
stitute was euggested by Senator Vest
and agreed to by a majority of one, Sen-
ator Jones, of » Nevada, voting with the
democrats for the subatitute, and all re-
publicans present voting againet it.
Woleott, of Colorado, the only republican
absentee, was recosded ag voling against
the substitute. Senator Jones, of Ar-
kansas, the only democratic member
not present, was recorded as voling for
it.

The substitute agreed to is in the
exact words of the eilver substitute for
the bond bill which passed the senate
Saturday. It provides for the free coin-
age of eilyer at the ratio of 16 to 1, di-
rects the immediate coinage into stand-
ard dollars of the silver seigniorage in
the treasury, accumulated by purchases
made the Sherman sct; prohibite the
issuance of National bank notes of
smaller denominations that §1; directs
the secretary of the treasury to redeem
greenbacks and treasury notes in either
gold or silver exclusively, at the option
of the secretary, and to reissue the
greenbacks.

The weeling of the committee did not
Imst to exceed half an hour, and was de-
void of special featurcs beyond offering
and adopting the sabstitute, The re-
publicans bronght up the tariff bill and
expressed a desire to get it out of the
committee in some shape. When Vest
proposed the silver substitute it was re-
marked that the senate had already
been through one eilver fight this ses-
sion, and the belief was expreesed that
another contest could awvail little or
’ nothing. When, however, the vote was

taken and the result made known, the
republicans made no effort at delay.

Republioan Clubs at Fortland.

center of interest in Portland for the
week is this meeting. At 10:15 Tuesday
morning the convention was called to
order at the New Park theater by Presi-
dent Beekman.

KILLED HIS FAMILY

Then Shot Himself Through
' the Head.

DESPERATE DEED OF A CARPENTER

He Was Ount of Work aond His Family
Was Destitute—A Dellberately
Flanned Orime.

Cuicaco, Feb. 5.—The entire family of
six, congisting of his f[ather, motheér,
wife and three children, were murdered
last night by Richard Klattke, a Loke-
view carpenter, who completed the work
by killing himself.

The dead are: Richard Klattke, a
carpenter, 30 yearsold; Kate Klattke,
his wife, John Klattke, his father, 78;
Mina Williecimine, his mother-in-law,
71; Mina Klattke, his daughter, 9;
Anna Klsttke, his daughter, 8, and
Emma Klattke, hig danghter, 7.

The members of the Klattke family
were found dead early this morning in
their little cottage, at 207 Berskan
avenue, two blocks from Cayler station,
a suburb ot Chicago, on the Northwest-
ern railroad, by Matthew Brown, a
enloon-keeper, who called to secure the
seryices of the carpenter, Each of the
seven corpees had a bullet wound in the
head and the death of all had evidently
been instantanecus. Beside the body of
Richard Kiattke lay a revolver, and
empty cartridge shells were scattered
about the room. There were no indica-
tions of & struggle on the part of any of
the victims.

A heavy odor, which appeared to be
that ol chloroform, pervaded the hounze.
From this it was surmised that Klattke
firat chloorformed the entire family and
then deliberately aimed and put & bullet
into the brain of each. Everything
pointed to a deliberately planned muorder
by the head of the famiiy,and.a desire to
place himeelf and his family beyond any
farther earthly tronbles.

Klattke was despondent, his family
were cold and hungry. Since Christmas
he had been out of work, and he ended
hie troubles just as relief was in gight.
This morning the next-door neighbor,
Adolph Schmidt, called at the cottage
with the joyfal newe that he had found
a job for Klattke. At the same time
Matt Brown arrived on the same er-
rand.

A close examination of the remains
showed one of the victims alone had any
warning of her fate. This wus Mrs.
Kate Klattke, the wife of the murderer.
Bhe, it appears, stroggled with her hus-
band before the fatal shot was fired.
Her hands were seratched and her cloth-
ing torn. Bhe had evidently been
overpowered and thrown beside the
dead body of her little 7-year-old daugh-
ter, Emma.

A COMPLETE SUEKEFPRISE.

Finance Committee's EReport Unfavor-
ably Eecelved by Eepublicans.
Wasmingron, Feb. 4, — The finance
commiltée’s report proved a complete
surprise to the silver republicans and
was unfavorably received by them.

However, I will
not fesl obliged to do so, if it becomes
apparent as the matter progresses that
the eubstitute is intended for no other
purpose than to beat the tarifl bill.
Perkins—I voted consistently for the
gilver eubstitute for the bond bill in ac-
cordance with the wishes of my consti-
tonents, and even went to the extent of
opposing all amendments offered to de-
feat it, but I do not coneider myself
under obligation to support a measare so
evidentally intended for the purpges of
defeating tariff legislation. The tarifl
bill is an emergency measure, and the
revenus il provides for is needed for the
gupport of the government.

Ized Senator Morgan to report it to the
genate, [tis:

“Resolved by the senate, the hoase of
representativee, concurring, That in the
opinion of congress a condition of war
exists between the government of Spain
and the government proclaimed and for
some lime maintained by force of arms
by the people of Cuba, and that the
United States of America should main-
tain a strict neutrality between the con-
tending powers, and accord each all the
rights of belligerents in the ports and
territory of the United States.”

The committee aleo voted Lo make an
éffort to take vp the Cuban question in
the senate ae soon a¥ the orgent defici-
ency bill and the resolution for the dis-
tribution of the appropriation bille can
be disposed of.

TBE ANTI-FRIZEFIGHT BILL.

It Wil Frobably Be Bigned Tomorrow |
~FPrepared to Enforce It

Wasmxaron, Feb, 6.—The Catron bill
to prohibit prizefighting in federal terri-
tory will probably be sent to the presi-
dent tomorrow or the next day, It is
considered almost certain that it will
i signed promptly, thos making it a
law operative immediately, Then the
whole government auothority, judiciul
and, if opecessary, military, will be in-
voked to stop the prize fights.

Army officers on duoly at the war de-
partment are prepared to do all in their
power to execute the provisions of the
Catron il if called upon when the bill
becomes a law. The precedure of set-
ting in motion the machimery of the
army wonid be for the govérnor of New
Mexico, or any territory which may be
the scene of an unlawiul gathering, to
call upon the United States marshal of
the territory to act, and he might, if he
felt it neceseary, call upon the United
States troops for assistance. The war
department aunthorities seay they have an
ample force in New Mexico and adjacent
to the border to take care of any namber
of gports likely to be there to take the
chances of arrest on charges of lelony by
attending the prizefight. Army cofficera
feel confident the troops will not be
called for, believing the law wiil compel
the abandonment of the projeet to pull
the fighte off in the territory.
